e Electronic Stability Program (ESP) was introduced in on the Mercedes-Benz S 600

difficult driving conditions. This was a Mercedes developed system, which has since 
been licensed to other manufacturers. 


e Xenon High-intensity discharge headlights (low beam only) were introduced in

The Necker Hospital where the Ambulance was dispatched from was 7 minutes away or 3.4 
km (2.1 miles) from the accident scene where Diana was waiting for them.

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Dr Arnaud Derossi, Medical Dispatcher at Crash Scene: |] Dee U7) G10, 
Hough: Q. The first calls after the accident were made at 00.23 [12.23 a.m.]

Is this right: at 
that time. vou were the dispatcher on duty and Dr Lejay was in reserve and 
was in fact asleep?

Comment: It is difficult to establish the facts from what Hough divulges 
here. He appears to be suggesting that there were carlicr calls than 12.26 a.m. 
~ Which one would expect — but there ts no transcript of them.

The ambulance arrived 21 minutes after the accident from the Necker Hospital was 3.4 km (2.1 
miles) from the accident scene. The Pitie-Salpétriere Hospital where Diana was taken was 6.5 
km away (4 miles) . 
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Evidence from witnesses showed that traffic at the time was fairly light, 
and after all, this was an ambulance rushing to a serious accident scene — so 
there was no requirement Lo stop at traffic lights or follow the normal road 
rules, 

Compared to the expectations that the average person would have — that 
of an ambulance speeding to the crash scene - 11’: kph, or 7 mph, ts actually 
a snail's pace. 

The importance of this information ts clear when it is coupled with the 
testimony from Philippe Boyer of the Fire Service (see earlier) that they were 
waiting at the scene for up to 8 minutes for a doctor to arrive. 

It also should be noted that SAMU was not the only organisation tarrving 
when it came to attending this critical crash. The Fire Service operator stated 
in the above phone conversation at 12.28 a.m.: “I've sent the resuscitation 
ambulance from Champerret . That ambulance — the only one from the Fire 
Service with a doctor on board — didn’t actually leave until seven minutes 
after the phone call, at 12.35 a.m. It arrived at 12.44 a.m.: by then it was 2] 
minutes since the crash, 

li should also be noted that the jurv were never told that the distance from 
Necker Hospital — the SAMU base — to the crash scene was only 2.3 km. 

It is obvious that Massebeuf should have been cross-examined at the 
inquest, bul he wasn't. It is also a major concern thal the French investigation 
waited until six months after the crash before interviewing Martino and 
Massebeuf on 12 March 1998.'** 

Philippe Boyer, Fire Service: 14 Nov 07; 10.5: 

Hough: Q. I think that the SAMU emergency ambulance services arrived 
around 20 minutes to half an hour after you did, is that nght? 

A. Yes, that must be it. That must be about 20 minutes, half an hour. There 
was a delay because of the place where it was. 

Comment: Clearly Hough is completely wrong with his facts. If SAMU had 
arrived even 20 minutes after the Fire Serviec, then that would mean the Fire 
Service would have arrived at 12.20 a.m. or three minutes before the crash. 

Boyer s reaction to this serious misinformation is interesting. He takes it 
on board: “Yes, that must be it. That must be about 20 minutes, half an hour.” 
Boyer even supplies a reason for the tardiness: “There was a delay because of 
the place where it was.”

Why wasn't a Thoracic trauma expert on-call, called immediately that night to assist Diana 
given the Pitie-Salpétriere Hospital was chosen because of Diana's Thoracic trauma ? 

If the Emergency services receive 
reports of a car accident it should be automatically assumed that the passengers have received some 
kind of Thoracic trauma and should be taken to a hospital capable to treat them which in turn will 
call the Thoracic trauma expert on-call that night as the ambulance makes its way there, 

What is the point in stabilizing a patient on the scene of the accident when a doctor or ambulance 
Staff don't know how bad Diana's Thoracic trauma was without using specialized equipment that 
Hospitals have? The doctor knows this fact but he chose to waste precious time at the scene instead of 
immediately take Diana to a trauma ready Hospital ! 

Diana had the accident at 12:28 am and reached the hospital by Ambulance at 2:06 am, a full 1 
hour and 38 min later ! She died shortly after at 2:12 am.

The scene of Diana's accident, just in front of the door. You are looking back towards where 
Diana's car came from. 
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Diana still alive in the car 


Some reports claim that Diana's car was traveling at 120-mph (193 kmh) when they crashed. This is 
impossible, because this car needs a long stretch of road to reach this speed and the road leading to 
the tunnel is narrow and with a curve just before the entrance of the tunnel. The Mercedes in which 
they were driving in is not capable to take a bend like the one in front of the tunnel at over 190-km/h 
and maintain control of the vehicle. The driver wasn't a racing driver either. Look at the map that 
shows the road they took from the Ritz Hotel and the curve before the tunnel with one more 

tunnel leading up to the tunnel of the scene of the accident. 

This car was a 6 cylinder and even if you accelerate from the curve onward it would take time to pick 
up speed given that the model has a 0-100 km/h of 10.5 seconds. 

My personal view is that whoever wanted to kill Diana had to create an accident scenario first in 
which the Emergency Services personnel would have finished killing her ! Diana survived the accident, 
see notes & photos above. 

The Paparazzi were just the excuse they used (by placing them near the tunnel ) to justify the so called 
"accident" that the media will feed the public later ! 

Which Paparazzi would be able to follow Diana's car at over 60 to 80 mph (or at 120 mph-190 km/h - 
see above) into the tunnel while driving their car or scooter and take photos at the same time, when 
they already photographed Diana on her way out of the Ritz Hotel with Dodi? (See the photos 

the Paparazzi took of Diana above at the Ritz Hotel) 

The Paparazzi would have to a rate faster than 80 mph (128 km/h) to reach Diana's door to

For these reasons | don't believe that the driver of Diana's car was running away from the Paparazzi 
and that it was a premeditated "accident" 

The deliberate negligence of the Emergency Services personnel point to a well organized plan to 
dispose of Diana by many players like, inside the Hospital, the driver of the car, some in the Royal 
family and Diana's boyfriend to a certain degree. 

Ritz Hotel 
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Knowledge of Diana's Thoracic trauma was kept from those first treating Diana. Why ? In this 
way Diana would have received the wrong treatment from the ambulance first attenders ..and 
continue to bleed internally. 

Thoracic trauma is often caused by wearing the seat-belts. Reports say that she wasn't wearing 
them. So what caused the chest trauma in the back seat? 
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neurological pain. What the regulator meant was that there was no evident 
sign of a need of a surgical operation on the brain. Most people suffering 
from muluple injunes have diffuse’ injuries. 

Coroner: There were no obvious signs of brain damage? 

A. No, that | would not say that wav. There were no signs that could make 
one think that there was an injury in a specific part of the brain, a quite 
localised part of the brain.

A. But a Glasgow of 12 could be an indication of consequences of 
hacmorthagical shock” or diffuse injuries to the brain. 

Comment: [tis unfortunate that no other witnesses were asked about this, 
but they should have been. 

It is clear that the Glasgow rating had been I4 in the Mercedes, but by the 
time Diana was transferred into the ambulance — 37 minutes afier the crash — 
this had slipped to 12. 

The scale comprises 3 main areas of assessment to make up the possible 
total of 15 — eves (4), verbal (5) and motor (6) 

When one considers that Diana was sedated and intubated by this stage, 
ihe following questions would need to be asked: 

- How does a doctor measure a person's level of verbal communication 
when they have a tube down their windpipe? 

- How does a doctor measure 4 person's eve contact and motor responses 
when they are under sedation” 


Knowledge of Thoracic Trauma’ 


Knowledge of the thoracic trauma was restricted to those present in the 
ambulance. 
Dr Mare Lejay. Medical Dispatcher: 29 Nov 07: 32,5: 
Mansfield: Q. One of the most important discovenes by Dr Martino at the 
scene was that | Diana] had suffered a nght-hand thoracic trauma, and, as it 
turned out, that was going to be crucial. Did you know that? 
A. 1 did not have this information, 
Q. Well can vou explain, if vou were wanting for a full or fuller examination 
and assessment, which he discovered, how it was that you were never told 
about one of the most important findings’ 
A. | have no explanation for that. The onlw thing | can tell you 1s that in the 
assessment | received at 1.1 |a.m.]. the thorax was normal. 
At 40.21: Hough: Q. | am just going to read you what Dr Martino said about 
his initial assessment, rather than assessments he arrived at later. This 1s what 
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wail for the physicians from ... SAMU.” Bover then handed the care of Diana 
over to Dorzée, the policeman, instructing him “to Keep her awake’. 

I suggest that if the Paris Fire Service had been serious about rescuing 
Diana they would have moved her out of the Mercedes at the earliest 
opportunity. This should have been immediately after making the initial 
patient assessment after their arrival at 12.32 a.m. As it turned out, Diana 
wasn t moved out of the Mercedes for another 28 minutes — 1.00 a.m. —a full 
37 minutes after the crash: see later, 

Dr Mailliez phoned the Fire Service rather than SAMU, and it was the 
Fire Service who turned up first. Maillicz, an experienced emergency 
professional, must have realised that the person he was handing Princess 
Diana over to wasn'ta doctor, Yet the evidence is — Butt, Gourmelon — that 
he lefi the scene quickly (see earlier), Why ts this? 

One could be forgiven for wondering why a medical centre despatched 
two ambulances with no doctor. The problem ts that practical and logical 
issues like that were not always raised by the lawyers at the inquest. It was 
basically accepted that the fire service ambulance teams sat there al the seene 
for cight minutes, effectively doing nothing to advance the treatment of 
Diana, Princes of Wales: “We had to wait for the [SAMU]| physicians” ts 
what Bover told the courtroom. 

The question ts: Why did they have to wait for the SAMU doctor? Is there 
a rule in France that only a doctor can move a patient at a crash scene? If thal 
is the case, then what ts the point of having ambulances that don't have a 
doctor on board? 

The next question 1s: Why did Mauilliez disappear in such a hurry when he 
knew that he was the only doctor in the vicinity? 

Mailliez’s main defence for why he didn’t do anything has alwavs been 
that he had no equipment. When the equipment arrived — in the form of two 
ambulances — Mailliez cleared out very quickly. 

And finally: Why ts it that the two Fire Service doctors — who did 
eventually arrive at the scene, Dr Fuilla and Dr Le Hot — have never been 
interviewed by any police inquiry and were not heard from at the inquest? 

The evidence seems to point in one direction: The Fire Service may have 
been instructed not to proceed with effective treatment —1.c. the removal of 
Diana from the Mercedes to a waiting ambulance — until the SAMU 
ambulance arrived, 





Diana remained in the car for other 20 minutes after the Ambulance arrived 
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remained in the Mercedes $280 for a further 20 minutes.

Diana arrives in hospital at 2..06 am from the accident time of 12.28am 3.4 km away from the 
Hospital of Necker(3)

deduction ts included in a umeline report that has already been shown to have 
been doctored — see earlier. 

As has been indicated earlier in this book, Dr Martino does not appear to 
have drawn up a detailed report after the event. 


Communication Shutdown: 1.29 to 2.06 a.m. 


There was no communication between the ambulance and the SAMU base 
after 1.29 a.m.", including the entire period of the journey to the hospital. 
This shutdown lasted for 37 minutes. 

Dr Marc Lejay. Medical Dispatcher: 29 Nov 07: 22.4: 

Hough: Q. Now vour umeline which you prepared records the departure to 
hospital of the ambulance ai 01.35... Why is it recorded as "environs" or

discretion.” 

Michel Massebeuf, Ambulance Driver: 12 Mar 98 Statement read out I4 
Nov (7: 22.25: 

“As soon as the patient's condition allowed, | should make my way to that 
hospital. | also remember that in order to ensure as much privacy as possible, 
we no longer transmitted anv information by radio.” 

Dr Jean-Mare Martino, Diana s Ambulance Doctor: 24 Jan 08: 144.24, 
MacLeod: Q. Do vou recall that later, once the first medical assessments had 
been made by yourself and Dr Derossi, a decision was made not to transmit 
further reports over the radio on grounds of maintaining privacy” 

A. If such a decision was taken, it was taken independently of me because 
aflerwards it was Dr Derossi that was dealing with such — with any 
transmission. 

Comment: If Dr Martino was working on behalf of an intelligence agency 
that was intent on assassinating Diana, then | sugeest that the shutdown of 
communication with the base would be a logical course of action. 
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Diana arrives in hospital at 2..06 am from the accident time of 12.28 am 3.4 km away from the 
Hospital of Necker (4) 
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It is interesting that Martino has denied knowledge of such a shutdown, 
but it was confirmed by the evidence of Massebeuf and Lejav. 

Derossi wasn t asked about it because he wasn tin the ambulance during 
the journey ... or was he’ Although Martino denies knowledge of a 
shutdown, he does indicate that Derossi was responsible for any blackout on 
transmissions during that period — “aflerwards it was Dr Derossi thal was 
dealing with... anv transmission”, That evidence indicates that Martino was 
aware that Derossi was present in the ambulance during the journey. 

Later evidence will show that it is very likely that Dr Derossi stayed with 
the ambulance until its arrival at the hospital at 2.06 am 
Dr Mare Lejay: Deployment Report’ 

“Times were no longer transmitted by the crews on the instruction: 
ispatcher in order to ensure discretion, —

Although Martino was cross-examined at the inquest, it is interesting that 
the cross-cxamination of Licnhart regarding his 1998 interview of Martino 
appears to provide a more thorough account of what transpired. It 1s possible 
that this could be related to a comment made bv Scott Baker just before the 
cross-cxamunation of Dr Martino. Baker stated to the court: “Mr Hough will 
then spend his lunchtime shortening [the cross-examination of] Dr Martino as 
much as he possibly can™."'** This was an incredible statement for the judge 
to make prior to the cross-examination of such a vital witness as Dr Martino. 

Even though there was an abundance of medical personnel at the scene’, 
no results were recorded for the tests that were administered in the car. 
According to Hilliard. Martino told Licnhart in 1998 that he was “doing his 
best to remember what Diana’s arterial pressure and heart rate were. 
Lienhart replied that the results were “reported afterwards, but he doesn't 
sav when, and there is no record of that in anv of the inquest evidence — we 
are left with the suggestion from Hilliard’s reading of the Licnhart-Martino 
interview that Martino was remembering the results in 1998. 

Dr Martino said that “we didn't give [Diana] an injection” while she was 
in the car. This conflicts with what Martino told Lienhart in 1998. Hilliard 
asked Lienhart: “Did [Martino] sav that he re-injected her himself and put the 
drip in?” To which Lienhart replied: “That is true.” This occurred after an 
initial drip line had been inserted in Diana's wrist by the female medical 
student working with Martino — that line had been pulled out by Diana. 

When Lienhart is asked if the student was qualified to insert the drip, he 
asserts “Yes, indeed’. It could be significant that this student has never been 
interviewed by the police and she was not heard from at the inquest, 

Lienhart stated that sedating Diana enabled her removal from the car 
“more quickly’. The reality is that Diana was left in the car for 37 minutes 
after the crash. 

It’s not as though Diana was trapped in the car: it 1s obvious from post- 
crash photos of the scene that the structure of the area of the Mercedes where 
Diana was sitting was not adversely affected by the impact of the crash. 
When Maillicz was confronted with this issue in September 1997, he didn't 
say “I couldn't remove her’. Instead he said: “I don’t have the right to

from cardiac arrest for several minutes and thal means no chance of survival. 
Anyway, a patient that has suffered two cardiac arrests and ts bleeding 
profusely before that patient gets to the hospital is not likely at all to survive. 
Comment: Between them, MacLeod and Riou manage to create two cardiac 
arrests oul of no cardiac arrests. 

Riou savs “another cardiac arrest” and “two cardiac arrests” and Macleod 
helps him with “a further cardiac arrest’. 

Hilhard and Licnhart also spoke of {carne “a new cardiac arrest” — in 
other words, falsely indicating that there had been an carlicr cardiac arrest. 

The truth ts that there was no cardiac arrest in the tunnel — Diana suffered 
only from a “few seconds” loss of pulse, see earlier. When the ambulance 
stopped Martino himself said that what occurred was a “significant drop in 
blood pressure — nol a cardiac arrest.

The jury 
never got to hear the other side of the argument, as outlined by Dr John 
Ochsner. 

How slow is “slow”? 

The journey from the crash scene to the La Pitie Hospital is $.7 
kilometres. The ambulance lefi the Alma Tunnel at 1.41 a.m. and arved at 
the hospital at 2.06 a.m. If one allows for a 5 minute stop during the journes 
(see below). this would make actual driving time about 20 minutes. A simple 
calculation reveals that the average speed of Diana's escorted ambulance was 
17 kph — this is less than half the speed Massebeul said he was driving at: 
“40 or 50 kilometres per hour.” 

The evidence of Pierre Suu, who followed the ambulance, suggests that it 
was driven “al walking pace’. As the driver, Massebeuf must have been 
aware that he was driving significantly slower than the speed he declared 
under oath to the French police. 

The question is: Why did Massebeuf lic? 

It is significant that Massecbeuf was never cross-examined at the unquest.

She also said to you, "Do vou think that somebody is messing about with 
my car?" or words to that effect. | am sure you are not suggesting it was the 
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any defect or tampering.” 

- at the inquest after questioning: “I did ask [Davies] if there had been a 
problem with the brakes or if he had been aware of any tampering with 
them.” 

It would seem to me that Davies, who denies checking the brakes, isa 
driver, not a mechanic. Burrell’s account of the car being returned to the 
dealership for a proper check would appear to be common sense. If the 
incident occurred in the way Diana related it lo Simmons, then it ts possible 
that the Audi dealership may have been asked to pick up the car themselves - 
this could account for why Davies had no recall of the event. 

Simmons stated that Jephson had told Diana “It was very heavy wear and 
tear’. It is apparent that if thal was the case, Diana herself did not believe 
that, because Hasnat saw her after the incident was over and she had already 
changed to BMWs, and she told him “the brakes had been tampered with”, 

The evidence indicates that Diana took the incident very seriously: 

- she sent out four letters to close fnends. In the one that Simmons got 
she said: “The brakes on my car have been tampered with. If something does 
happen to me it will be MI5 or MI6.” 

- she told three other people in addition to those she wrote to: Jephson. 
Burrell, Hasnat 

- she changed cars — from Audi to BMW, using a new car dealer, 
Tumer. 

There appear to be three main explanations for this incident: 

1) It was checked out and found to be “heavy wear and tear’. | suggest 
that the fact that Diana was dnving regularly mainiained, recent model, high 
quality vehicles would tend to discount the validity of this explanation. 

2) The idea was suggested to Diana by Rita Rogers and Diana ran with it. 

3) It was as Diana said: the car's brakes had been tampered with. 

Rogers gave clear evidence that she “asked [Diana] 1f someone had 
tampered with the brakes on her car”. It would seem an odd coincidence if 
there wasn't some correlation between that and the incident Diana recounted 
to the four witnesses 

I have read parts of Rogers’ 1998 book — particularly her discussion 
regarding Princess Diana, Rogers appears lo have a respectable repulation 
which includes working al umes on cases with the British police. Particularly 
impressive is the account in the Preface written by the British journalist, 
Natasha Garnett, who helped Rogers with writing her book 

The possibility of Rogers secing something with regard to the brakes that 
actually did occur cannot be fully discounted. However, if that did occur, one 
would have expected Diana to have told Rogers after the event, but there ts 
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there was no problem of any kind. 

A. Yes, | mean, it didn't seem out of the question to me that there might be a 
homing device in her car, | mean, that scemed like — it’s quite normal now for 
cars to have tracking devices. It didn't seem to me to be necessarily, in itself, 
sinister that her car might have a tracking device in it. 

Q. You say again, in the message recorded by the Paget officers, that the 
Princess of Wales, when you had reporicd that nothing had been found. found 
that to be inconclusive. 

A. That seems likely. | don't remember it exactly. 

Q. Do you remember what her reacuion was when you told her that nothing 
had been found? 

A. Yes, inconclusive, ves. 

Q. | have to put to you out of faimess thal Mr Davies has given evidence and 
he believes he didn't make any such checks al vour request. Could vou be 
referring to somebody else other than Mr Davies or is he just wrong about 
that’? 

A. Well, I didn't make a record of it, but my memory 1s quite clear that | did 
ask him if there had been a problem with the brakes or if he had been aware 
of any tampering with them. But it wasn't — it was not something | made an 
official issue out of. It was really, | suppose, me trying to confirm the 
likelihood in my own mind that no such tampering had taken place. So it 
doesn't altogether surprise me that he might not remember it. My own 
memory of it 1s clear, but not very detailed 

At 149.24: Mansfield: Q, You provided information to the police on a phone 
message aboul the Princess's concerns connecied to a homing or tracking 
device on the vehicle and the question of the brakes being tampered with. 
Now, you are quite clear that there was such a point in 1995 when the driver, 
Sieve Davies, was asked to check these malters’ 

A. Yes. 

Q. Right. Again it may have an effect on her approach, depending on what 
seems to have happened here. When Mr Davies was first asked about that, 
namely your recollection, he didn't say he couldn't remember, he just said 11 
was rubbish. 

A. Well, my memory 1s quite clear and | couldn't explain his reaction. 

Q. No, no, | appreciate that. So on that basis, can [ just ask you: did you ask 
Mr Davies, "Look, | think vou should check", and then there 1s a report back 
from him? Can you remember”? Is that how it went? 

A. It was, [ think —1t would have appeared as almost a casual remark, along 
the lines of "You have not noticed any problems with the brakes, have vou?”, 
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Q. Did vou give the Princess an answer at that ume? 
A. No, she was worried about it and I obviously told her to be careful. 
...Q. Are you able to give us an indication of when that information came to 
you and that you passed it on to the Princess? 
A. 1 think it was round about the ume of the Panorama programme. 
©. We know that thal was in November 1995. So does thal sound about 
night? 
A. Yes. 
Q. Towards the autumn of 1995” 
A. 1994, ves — 1995, ves. 
....Q. hope it reassures you, Mrs Rogers, that there is other evidence that 
Diana, Princess of Wales, raised concems about her brakes at about that time. 
A. Yes. 
Comment: The evidence surrounding this incident is confusing, but it 
should be bome in mind that Diana ultumately did dic in a suspicious 
crash. 

There are four clear witnesses who were told bv Diana that her car's 


brakes had been tampered with: Simone Simmons, Hasnat Khan. Paul Burrell 


and Patrick Jephson, 

Simmons has provided the most detailed account in her book — not 
directly heard by the jury.” Simmons received a phone call following the 
incident. She then relates that Diana wrote letters regarding this to four 
people: Goldsmith, Lucia, Bowker and Simmons. 

Itis evident that the surviving witnesses — Goldsmith and Lucia — should 
have been asked about this at the inquest (or earlier by Paget), but they were 
mot, 

Hasnat’s account that Diana changed cars — from Audi to BMW = asa 
direct result of this incident 1s confirmed by Turner's evidence that he onlv 
started supplying BMWs to Diana in late 1995. 

Burrell states that he recalls the incident. If Burrell is talking about the 
same event, his recall that Wharfe was involved must be wrong, because 
Wharfe left Diana's team in 1993, and by 1995 she had no police 
boxy guards. Burrell states: “! remember the car going back to the dealership 
and it being returned with nothing wrong with ww’. 

Jephson recalls Diana's assertion “that her brakes were cut” and he said 
that he asked Davies to check it out. Jephson’s evidence varies: 
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Diana recounted to Simmons that the Audi's brakes failed at a red light, 
she waited till the car stopped then abandoned the vehicle, got a taxi back 
with a driver who wanted an autograph instead of payment. | believe it is 
fanciful to suggest that Diana made this whole story up. 

The concept of Diana being of unsound mind doesn't fit with the evidence 
al the time: on 5 November 1995 — close to the time of this event — Diana 
recorded the Panorama imterview with Marin Bashir.” In the program she 
comes across as a person with a perfectly sound mind. If the incident was a 
result of a delusion, then were the four letters she sent out, the verbal 
notification to three other people and the change of cars also the result of a 
delusion” 

Simmons said that she took the letter she received “with a large pinch of 
salt” and put the note down to being delusional from sleeping pills. But it 
should be noted that at the inquest Simmons said that she burned this Ietter 
with the anti-landmine dossier straight after the crash, So, even if Simmons 
took the letter lightly when she received it, she clearly didn't after the crash. 

In the final analysis of this incident, there is too much conflict between 
the kev wilness accounts to be able to conclusively establish exactly what 
occurred. 

What is clear ts that an incident did happen and Diana did believe that the 
brakes had been tampered with and took action to trv and prevent a 
recurrence. There ts little doubt that such an incident would have increased 
her level of fear — particularly as it occurred around the ime of the Panorama 
program. There could well have been a link between this event and the 
content of both the Burrell and Mishcon notes — see earlier. 


Fears of and Threats to Other People

Simone Simmons, Friend of Diana and Healer: 10 Jan 08: 46,7: 

Hilliard: OQ. Why did vou burn the documents or the note, Ict us deal with the 
note first of all”? 

A. Well, with the notes, | believed if they could bump Diana off, they could 
bump anvbody off, and I value my life. 

©. Whereabouts did you burn the documents? 

A. At home, and some of the cinders melted part of the carpet. 
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Princess of Wales expressed over her Audi, so it was a very specific point 
being made to vou, and vou said [re 1995]... "The Princess of Wales had two 
concems. One, thal there was a homing device/tracking device fitted to the 
Audi. Her royal driver at that time was Steve Davies, who checked the car 
with her and did not find anything. The Princess of Wales considered this to 
be inconclusive.” ... That was vour recollection? 

A. Well, my recollection ts that | was the person who asked Mr Davies and 
it's quite possible that the Princess had also asked him. | don't remember the 
exact sequence of the conversations, | am afraid. lt seems there was more 
than one. 

Q. You sec, what may be the case is that he was asked and he didn't bother 
with it; do vou follow? 

A. It's possible. 

Q. Which ts why he is now saving that it's all rubbish. That's one explanation. 
Of course there are others.... "During November/December 1995 the Princess 
of Wales stated that she thought the brakes of her Audi had been tampered 
with. Steve Davies again examined the vehicle's brake svstem for any 
problems or sign of tampering. He found no evidence of any defect or 
tampering. It should be noted that Mr Davies also drove this vehicle regularly 
and had no such concerns."... | am just trying to sec what the pattern of 
response is to her complaints.... So as far as vou are concerned, there was a 
complaint on both fronts, tracking and brakes, and Steve Davies was asked to 
do something about it, at least look at the car? 

A. Yes. 

Steve Davies, Diana's Chauffeur: 7 Jan 08: 39.2: 

Mansfield: Q. At the latter part of 1995, more specifically 
November/December, she thought the brakes of her car had been tampered 
with, an Audi again. Two people talk about this, so that it's clear the source, 
one 1s Mr Jephson and another is a fnend of hers whom she telephoned, 
Simone Simmons. you may not know the name.... She is dnving somewhere 
in London towards some traffic lights, the brakes do not operate. Whether 
they failed is another matter, the se coasts to a halt, she gets out of the car 
immediately and leaves it, goes back in a taxi to Kensington Palace. Did you 
ever hear about that? 

A. No. 

Q. Because if she had left the car, would vou have had to go and get it or 
arrange for someone to get it” 

A. I would have been notified and had to retrieve the car.
